Note: Applicants argue that the prior art fails to disclose the claimed invention. However, Applicants do not claim the exact of dimension 
and material "selected thickness and coefficient of thermal expansion" of the thermally conductive layer in the claims. In addition 
Peterson et al. disclose the thermally conductive layer can be optimized by proper choice of material and geometries to a achieve the 
ideal performance of thermally conductive layer in CTE, thermal, weight and electrical property (Col. 2, lines 40-53) that would imply the 
selection of desired material and proper dimension including thickness and coeffecient of thermal expansion of the thermally conductive 
layer Furthermore, Applicants as admitted on pages 15 and 16 of Amendment C that the stress that place on the solder connection is 
greatly reduced and as shown in Fig. 1 the solder connection (103/104) without any failure and col. 2, lines 40-45 discloses thermally 
conductive layer is used with surface mounting device for ideal performance. 
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
